Calling For Support 
Another 
broadcast 
today 
said 
that the bodies of two of Kas/em’s 
lieutenants had been found by sol­ 
diers in the rubble of the bombed- 
out ministry. As soon as the an­ 
nouncer read his statement, other 
voices were heard shouting that 
the “ mad dictator has met his 
death beneath the feet of the peo­ 
ple.” 
Indicating that an ti-Communist 
rebels may not yet have extended 
their supremacy everywhere, oth­ 
er broadcasts urged people to re­ 
port to recruiting centers and en­ 
list to defend the revolt against 
Kassem’s supporters. 
Borders and airports remained 
sealed off from the rest of the 
world 
and Iraqis 
were 
warned 
that violators of a curfew would 
be shot. 
Svria, Iraq’s northwest neighbor 
closed its own borders and braced 
for possible trouble from the pro- 
Nasser new regime. The situation 
in Damascus, 
where pro-Nasser 
students had demonstrated against 
the government last month, was 
described as tense. 
Death Verdict Speeded 
Turkey, on the northeastern bor­ 
der. alerted its gendarmerie and 
air force units on the frontier.

Marquette Range Plans 
Record Iron Production 


By JEAN WORTH 
ISHPEMING — The Marquette 
Iron Range could be headed for 
record iron orc production. 
But it will call for tax relief 
and will produce less primary em­ 
ployment than old style shaft min­ 
ing 
It will create a highly special­ 
ized, well-paid job market in the 
midst of unemployment. 
This bright but paradoxical out­ 
look for an arca coming into its 
greatest promise after more than a 
century of mining is described by 
Harry C. Swanson, manager of 
Michigan 
mines 
for Clovcland- 
Cliffs Iron Co., largest iron min­ 
ing operator in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 


Iv on by the end of 1963. but CCI 
has still not given up on under­ 
ground mining. 
“We had two mines idle for Jan­ 
uary. the Mather and the Cliffs 
Shaft. These mines have large ton­ 
nages of ore in stockpile, and the 
demand for this standard orc is 
sharply reduced, 
compared 
to 
pellets. 
Underground Mining Improved 
“We .have made great improve­ 
ment 
in 
underground 
mining 
methods to increase productivity. 
We have talked to city councils 
and school boards in this arca in 
the past several years and point­ 
ed out four factors that affect the 
cost of mining: 
“ I. We are improving mining 


they were going to spend $1 mil­ 
lion in the Upper Peninsula, we’d 
have the greatest clamor we’ve 
ever heard, but Cliffs and its as­ 
sociates have spent SI20 million 
in the past 8 or IO years and no 
one has fallen over us, because 
we're an old established employer 
in Michigan. 
“On low-grade iron orc produc­ 
tion. we pay taxes based on the 
average annual production during 
the preceeding five-year 
period 
That’s a fair taxing method for the 
■ operator and the community. In 
1 the underground operations, when 
production is down 
(under the 
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present system of taxing under- 
j ground reserves) the mining rom- 


I puny first gets a kick in the pants 
on reduced profits and a second 
kick on taxes by having to car­ 
ry a large tax burden on a pro­ 
duct that is less saleable than the 
pellets that arc produced at low- 
grade operations. 
“There arc millions of tons of 
standard orcs to mine on the Mar- 
cpicttc Range. With the factors 
against the industry, there is no 
encouragement to look for more 
ore. In fact, we looked for too 
much. 
Schooling Needed 
“The pellet plants call for a 
higher technically skilled type of 
labor. There is a problem to get 
enough such skilled labor. If the 


underground 
employe 
Is to be 
trained to do this work, he must 
have schooling in electronics 'or 
mechanics and mechanical repair. 
More could be done in training in 
mechanics and electricity. We ap­ 
prised the schools 7 or 8 years 
ago that this was something to 
consider in setting up educational 
programs for the students. 
“Night classes should also be 
given more consideration. Some 
work has been done along these 
lines but more should have been 
done and more should be consid­ 
ered for the immediate future. It 
is also up to us to encourage our 
employes to attend such classes 
for training. 
“Although the new’ operations 
(open pit 
mining, beneficiation, 
agglomeration) don’t employ as 
many men as the old underground 
mines, they still are a major con­ 
tributor to employment. The Re­ 


public 
Mine ’ and 
Eagle 
Mills 
(where we pelletize Republic con­ 
centrates) employ 550 men. The 
Mather Mine employed about 1,- 
100 to turn out about 2.7 million 
| lions, which in 1963 will also be 
about the productive capacity of 
Republic and Eagle Mills. 
“The low-grade operations only 
| use about 55 per cent as much la­ 
bor as the underground mines to­ 
day, and we don’t employ as many , 
people underground as ive used to, i 
to produce the same amount of 
! ore: the process has been mech­ 
anized. But even though we don’t 1 
use as many miners, the railroads 
have as much or more tonnage to 
move. And there are other side 
benefits. It takes IO 
times 
as 
much electricity to produce a ton 
of pellets as a ton of standard ore. 
Helping Peninsula 
} 
"On the Marquette Range most 
of the low-grade ores are hema­ 


tite. A few years ago people told 
us we couldn't pelletize hematite 
and Cleveland-Cliffs still is the 
only one doing it, although the 
Groveland Mine is going to do sc 
this year. During the early days 
of pelletizing, when ive were hav­ 
ing our difficulties, there were 
days when I thought that the peo­ 
ple who said we couldn’t do it 
were right. 
“But our company had a lot of 
guts and a lot of foresight and 
knowledgeable people who con­ 
tributed a lot of time and endless 
effort to prove to everyone that 
loiv-grade 
mining in hematitic 
orcs to produce a high-grade pel­ 
let was possible. And I am proud 
to be a member of this Clcvcland- 
Cliffs team. 
“Without the confidence and fi­ 
nancial support of the sccl com­ 
panies that have entered into part­ 
nerships with us in exploiting our 


loiv-grade ore, we ivould not b* 
able to make possible these larg* 
developments in the Upper Pen* 
insula:

“Humboldt Mining Co., Cleve- 
! land-Cliffs Iron Co., and Ford Mo- 
| tor Co. 
“Marquette Iron Mining Co., 
' Clcvcland-Cliffs Iron Co., Inter-

We will pro­ 
bab ly not refine it much further, 
but any such processing puts ex­ 
tra costs on already costly under­ 
ground ore. 
“4. The fourth is assistance in 
an effort to reduce taxes on the 
underground orc producing prop­ 
erties. The Finlay system was ex­ 
cellent in determining the value of 
the mining property when such a 
property was producing at capaci­ 
ty.
